In preliminary 
test it has been shown that the use 
of sodium fluoride, which is painted 
on the surface of the teeth periodi¬ 
cally, has reduced tooth decay by 
as much as SO per cent with the 
greatest reduction being found in 
the case of children’s teeth. 

In addition to Dr. Leonard, there 
will be in attendance Dr. Engler, 
the Prince George’s County Health 
Officer, Dr. James W. McCarl, and 
Mrs. Frances P. Stouffer who ■ will 
discuss the dental health program 
in the Greenbelt schools. Dr. Roy 
I. Bridger and Dr. Harold S. Con¬ 
ners. Greenbelt dentists, will talk 
briefly on dental care for our chil¬ 
dren.
